In a statement posted to 
its website. Badger said

“Furthermore, we will not 
ship any product sourced 
from Hetian Taida current¬ 
ly in our possession,” the 
company said, adding that 
the supplier accounted for 
about 1 percent of Bad¬ 
ger’s total annual sales. 
Repeated calls to Hetian 
Taida’s chairman, Wu Hon- 
gbo, rang unanswered 
Wednesday. In a previous 
conversation with the AP, 
Wu said while Hetian Taida 
was located in the same 
compound as one camp

that the government calls a 


“vocational skills education 
and training center,” He¬ 
tian Taida was not involved 
in the camp’s activities. 
However, Wu said his com¬ 
pany employed 20 to 30 
“trainees” from the center 
as part of the region's ef¬ 
forts to alleviate poverty. 
Asked about the case, 
Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Lu Kang said 
Thursday that while the 
ministry doesn’t generally 
comment on individual 
business decisions. Badger 
appeared to have been 
acting on “misinformation.” 
The vocational training 
centers in Xinjiang are “to¬ 
tally different from so-called 
forced labor,” Lu said, re¬ 
ferring further questions on 
the camps to statements

Taking the shutdown fight 
to the Mexican border. 
President Donald Trump 
edged closer Thursday to 
declaring a national emer¬ 
gency in an extraordinary 
end run around Congress 
to fund his long-promised 
border wall. Pressure was 
mounting to find an escape 
hatch from the three-week 
impasse that has closed 
parts of the government, 
cutting scattered services 
and leaving hundreds of 
thousands of workers with¬ 
out pay. 

Trump, visiting McAllen, 
Texas, and the Rio Grande 
to highlight what he says is 
a crisis of drugs and crime, 
said that “if for any reason 
we don’t get this going” — 
an agreement with House 
Democrats who have re¬ 
fused to approve the $5.7 
billion he demands for the 
wall — “I will declare a na¬ 
tional emergency.” 

Some 800,000 workers, 
more than half of them still 
on the job, were to miss 
their first paycheck on Fri¬ 
day under the stoppage. 


and Washington was close 
to setting a dubious record 
for the longest government 
shutdown in the nation’s 
history. Those markers — 
along with growing effects 
to national parks, food in¬ 
spections and the econ¬ 
omy overall — left some 
Republicans on Capitol Hill 
increasingly uncomfortable 
with Trump’s demands. 
Asked about the plight of 
those going without pay, 
the president shifted the 
focus, saying he felt bad¬ 
ly “for people that have 
family members that have 
been killed” by criminals 
who came over the border. 
Trump was consulting with 
White House attorneys and 
allies about using presiden¬ 
tial emergency powers to 
take unilateral action to 
construct the wall over the 
objections of Congress. He 
claimed his lawyers told 
him the action would with¬ 
stand legal scrutiny “100 
percent.” 

Such a move to bypass 
Congress’ constitutional 
control of the nation’s 
purse strings would spark 
certain legal challenges 
and bipartisan cries of ex¬ 
ecutive overreach. 


A congressional official 
said the White House has 
directed the Army Corps of 
Engineers to look for billions 
of dollars earmarked last 
year for disaster response 
for Puerto Rico and other 
areas that could be divert¬ 
ed to a border wall as part 
of the emergency declara¬ 
tion. The official spoke on 
the condition of anonym¬ 
ity because the official was 
not authorized to speak 
publicly. 

“We're either going to 
have a win, make a com¬ 
promise — because I think 
a compromise is a win for 
everybody — or I will de¬ 
clare a national emergen¬ 
cy,” Trump said before de¬ 
parting the White House for 
his politically flavored visit 
to the border. He wore his 
campaign-slogan “Make 
America Great Again” cap 
throughout. 

It was not clear what a 
compromise might entail, 
and there were no indica¬ 
tions that one was in the 
offing. Trump says he won’t 
reopen the government 
without money for the wall. 
Democrats say they favor 
measures to bolster border 
security but oppose the 


long, impregnable barrier 
that Trump envisions. 

No negotiations were tak¬ 
ing place at the Capitol. 
Republican Sen. Lindsey 
Graham of South Caro¬ 
lina said at one point that 
he didn’t “see a path in 
Congress” to end the shut¬ 
down, then stated later that 
enough was enough: “It is 
time for President Trump to 
use emergency powers to 
fund the construction of a 
border wall/barrier." 

Visiting a border patrol 
station in McAllen, Trump 
viewed tables piled with 
weapons and narcotics. 
Like nearly all drugs traf¬ 
ficked across the border, 
they were intercepted by 
agents at official ports of 
entry, he was told, and not 
in the remote areas where 
he wants to extend tall bar¬ 
riers. 

Still, he declared: “A wall 
works. ... Nothing like a 
wall." He argued that the 
U.S. can't solve the prob¬ 
lem without a “very sub¬ 
stantial barrier” along the 
border, but offered exag¬ 
gerations about the effec¬ 
tiveness of border walls and 
current apprehensions of 
those crossing illegally. 


Sitting among border pa¬ 
trol officers, state and local 
officials and military repre¬ 
sentatives, Trump insisted 
he was “winning” the shut¬ 
down fight and criticized 
Democrats for asserting he 
was manufacturing a sense 
of crisis in order to declare 
an emergency. “What is 
manufactured is the use of 
the word ‘manufactured,’” 
Trump said. 

As he arrived in Texas, sev¬ 
eral hundred protesters 
near the airport in McAllen 
chanted and waved signs 
opposing a wall. Across 
the street, a smaller group 
chanted back: “Build that 
wall!” In Washington, fed¬ 
eral workers denounced 
Trump at a rally with con¬ 
gressional Democrats, de¬ 
manding he reopen the 
government so they can 
get back to work. 

On Capitol Hill, House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi ac¬ 
cused the president of en¬ 
gaging in political games 
to fire up his most loyal sup¬ 
porters, suggesting that a 
heated meeting Wednes¬ 
day with legislators at the 
White House had been “a 
setup” so that Trump could 
walk out of it. □

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Oregon begins killing sea lions after relocation fails

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — Or¬ 
egon wildlife officials have 
started killing California sea 
lions that threaten a fragile 
and unique type of trout 
in the Willamette River, a 
body of water that's miles 
inland from the coastal 
areas where the massive 
carnivorous aquatic mam¬ 
mals usually congregate to 
feed. 

The state Department of 
Fish and Wildlife obtained 
a federal permit in Novem¬ 
ber to kill up to 93 Califor¬ 
nia sea lions annually be¬ 
low Willamette Falls south 
of Portland, Oregon, to 
protect the winter run of 
the fish that begin life as 
rainbow trout but become 
steelhead when they travel 
to the ocean. 

As of last week, wildlife 
managers have killed 
three of the animals using 
traps they used last year 
to relocate the sea lions, 
said Bryan Wright, project 
manager for the Oregon 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife’s marine resources 
program. 

The adult male sea lions, 


which weigh nearly 1,000 
pounds (454 kilograms) 
each, have learned that 
they can loiter under the 
falls and snack on the vul¬ 
nerable steelhead as the 
fish power their way upriver 
to the streams where they 


hatched. 

The trout travel to sea from 
inland rivers, grow to adult¬ 
hood as steelhead in the 
Pacific Ocean and fhen 
return to their natal river to 
spawn. They can grow to 
55 pounds and live up to 11 


years. 

The sea lions breed each 
summer off Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and northern Mexi¬ 
co, then the males cruise 
up the Pacific Coast to for¬ 
age. Hunted for their thick 
fur, the mammals' num¬ 


bers dropped dramatically 
but have rebounded from 
30,000 in the late 1960s to 
about 300,000 today be¬ 
cause of the 1972 Marine 
Mammal Protection Act. 
With their numbers growing, 
the dog-faced sea lions 
are venturing ever farther 
inland up the Columbia 
River and its tributaries in 
Oregon and Washington — 
and their appetite is having 
disastrous consequences, 
scientists have said. 

Last winter, a record-low 
512 wild winter steelhead 
completed the journey 
past the Willamette Falls, 
according to state counts. 
Less than 30 years ago, that 
number was more than 
15,000. 

The sea lions are eating so 
many winter steelhead at 
Willamette Falls that certain 
runs are at a high risk of go¬ 
ing extinct, according to a 
2017 study by wildlife biolo¬ 
gists. 

Wildlife officials moved 
about a dozen sea lions to 
the coast near the small 
city of Newport last year, 
but the animals ended up 
swimming back to the falls 
within days.Q

Now, a sharp increase in 
the number of families at 
the border, coupled with 
the Trump administration’s 
hard-line stance, is over¬ 
whelming border resourc¬ 
es, worsening a backlog 
in the asylum system and 
leaving migrants to live in 
abysmal conditions on the 
Mexican side. Trump, how¬ 
ever, has been unable to 
convince Congress that 
the border poses a national 
security risk.

ised Democratic effort to 
scrutinize Trump, his con¬ 
flicts of interest and his ties 
to Russia. The House Over¬ 
sight and Reform Commit¬ 
tee announced Thursday 
that Cohen will testify be¬ 
fore fhaf panel Feb. 7, a 
liftle more fhan a monfh af¬ 
ter the Democrats took the 
House majority. 

The hearing marks the lat¬ 
est step in Cohen’s transfor¬ 
mation from a trusted legal 
adviser to the president to 


a public antagonist who 
has cooperated exten¬ 
sively against him. It is likely 
to pull back the curtain 
on key episodes involving 


Trump’s personal life and 
business dealings, includ¬ 
ing hush-money payments 
to women and a proposed 
Moscow real estate deal, 
that federal prosecutors 
have been dissecting for 
months. Cohen is a piv¬ 
otal figure in investigations 
by special counsel Robert 


Mueller into potential co¬ 
ordination between Russia 
and the Trump campaign 
and by federal prosecutors 
in New York into campaign 
finance violations related 
to payments to buy the si¬ 
lence of a porn actress and 
a former Playboy Playmate 
who say they had sex with 
Trump. Federal prosecutors 
have said Trump directed 
those payments during 
the campaign. Trump has 
denied having the extra¬ 
marital affairs. Cohen has 
pleaded guilty in both in¬ 
vestigations and was sen¬ 
tenced last month to three 
years in prison. An adviser 
to Cohen, Lanny Davis, 
said shortly after he was 
sentenced that the former 
political fixer wanted to tes¬ 
tify and “sfate publicly all 
he knows.” In a stafemenf 
released on Thursday, Co¬ 
hen said he had accepted 
the invitation “in further¬ 
ance of my commitment 
to cooperate and provide 


the American people with 
answers.” Cohen added: “I 
look forward to having the 
privilege of being afforded 
a platform with which to 
give a full and credible ac¬ 
count of the events which 
have transpired.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Chal¬ 
lenging President Donald 
Trump to make good on his 
pledge to cut prescription 
drug prices, congressional 
liberals proposed legisla¬ 
tion Thursday to bring U.S. 
prices in line with the much 
lower costs in other coun¬ 
tries. 

The Democratic bills stand 
little chance of becoming 
law in a divided govern¬ 
ment. But the effort could 
put Republicans on the de¬ 
fensive by echoing Trump's 
pledge to force drugmak- 
ers to cut prices. 

Democrats and Trump 
agree that people in the 
United States shouldn’t 
have to pay more for their 
medications than do those 
in other economically ad¬ 
vanced countries. 

The Trump administration 
has put forward its own 
plan for reducing drug 
prices, but industry analysts 
have seen little impact so 
far. The pharmaceutical in¬ 
dustry said the Democratic 
bills would “wreak havoc 
on the U.S. health care sys¬ 
tem.” 

The new legislation was of¬ 
fered by Sen. Bernie Sand¬ 
ers, l-Vt„ Rep. Elijah Cum¬ 
mings, D-Md., and others. 
Cummings leads the House 
Oversight and Government 
Reform Committee, which 
is expected to take a major 
role on drug pricing. 

The lawmakers want to: 

—Open up generic com¬ 
petition to patent-protect¬ 
ed U.S. brand-name drugs 
that are deemed “exces¬ 
sively priced." 

—Allow Medicare to di¬ 


rectly negotiate with drug- 
makers. 

—Let consumers import 
lower-priced medications 
from Canada. 

There was no immediate 
response from the adminis¬ 
tration. 

“Today I say to President 
Trump, if you are serious 
about lowering the cost 
of prescription drugs in this 
country, support our legisla¬ 
tion and get your Republi¬ 
can colleagues on board,” 
Sanders said at a Capitol 
Hill press conference. 

“No more talk. No more 
tweets," said Cummings. 
“The American people 
want action.” 

Holly Campbell, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Research and 
Manufacturers of America, 
said Sanders’ plan would 
harm U.S. patients. The 
industry argues that gov¬ 
ernment price regulation 
could limit access to some 
medicines, undermine fi¬ 
nancial incentives for re¬ 
search, and compromise 
safety standards. Sanders 
says drugmakers are pri¬ 
marily interested in protect¬ 
ing profits. 

As a presidential candi¬ 
date, Trump initially called 
for Medicare to negotiate 
drug prices and favored 
allowing people to legally 
import lower-priced medi¬ 
cations from abroad. 

But Medicare negotiation 
is a political nonstarter for 
most Republicans, who 
favor a tree-market ap¬ 
proach to the U.S. pharma¬ 
ceutical industry and prize 
its capacity for innovation. 
As president. Trump has 
come out with a plan to 


lower drug costs that relies 
on dozens of regulatory ac¬ 
tions. The goal is to elimi¬ 
nate incentives for drug- 
makers, pharmacy benefit 
managers and insurers to 
stifle competition at the ex¬ 
pense of consumers. Inde¬ 
pendent experts say the 
administration proposals 
would have an impact, but 
not limit the ability of drug 


companies to set high pric¬ 
es. 

Time and again. Trump 
has complained that other 
countries where govern¬ 
ments set drug prices are 
taking advantage of Amer¬ 
icans. 

Indeed, one of his ideas 
would shift Medicare pay¬ 
ments for drugs adminis¬ 
tered in doctors’ offices to a 


level based on internation¬ 
al prices. “We are taking 
aim at the global freeload- 
ing that forces American 
consumers to subsidize low¬ 
er prices in foreign coun¬ 
tries through higher prices 
in our country," the presi¬ 
dent said when he made 
that proposal shortly before 
last year’s congressional 
elections. □ 
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Brexit sparks showdown between UK Parliament and government

LONDON (AP) — As Brexit 
enters its endgame, the 
big divide is not between 
the U.K. and the European 
Union, but between Brit¬ 
ain's government and its 
Parliament. 

Since Britain and the EU 
struck a divorce deal late 
last year, the U.K.'s ex¬ 
ecutive and legislature 
have been at war, with 
Prime Minister Theresa 
May struggling to win Par¬ 
liament's backing for the 
deal ahead of a vote next 
week, and lawmakers bat¬ 
tling to grab control of the 
Brexit process. A series of 
heated debates and stun¬ 
ning government defeats 
has made for high political 
drama — and destabilized 
a country without a formal 
written constitution, whose 
democracy rests on centu¬ 
ries of accumulated laws, 
precedents and conven¬ 
tions. As lawmakers held 
a second day of rancor¬ 
ous debate on the Brexit 
deal on Thursday, London 
School of Economics pro¬ 
fessor lain Begg said Britain 
is “getting very close” to 


a constitutional crisis. “It's 
pretty clear that if Theresa 
May loses the vote next 
week, we don't actually 
know what happens next,” 
Begg said. “And that’s be¬ 
yond political.” The divorce 
agreement lays out the 
terms of the U.K.’s depar¬ 
ture from the EU on March 


29 and sets the framework 
for future relations. It was 
sealed by Britain and the 
EU in November — a mile¬ 
stone that should have set 
the U.K. on the road to an 
orderly exit. 

But it has displeased both 
sides of Britain’s Brexit di¬ 
vide. Many lawmakers who

back leaving the EU say it 
leaves the U.K. tethered to 
the bloc's rules and unable 
to forge an independent 
trade policy, while pro-Eu- 
ropeans argue it is inferior 
to the frictionless economic 
relationship Britain currently 
enjoys as an EU member. 
May postponed a vote on 
the agreement in Decem¬ 
ber to avert a crushing de¬ 
feat, and signs suggest the 
House of Commons will re¬ 
ject the deal in a resched¬ 
uled vote on Tuesday. 

An already fractious Brexit 
debate turned feverish 
Wednesday when lawmak¬ 
ers passed an amendment 
forcing the government to 
come back to Parliament 
with a new plan within 
three working days of the 
deal being rejected. 
Pro-Brexit lawmakers said 
the amendment should not 
have been allowed. They 
accused Commons Speak¬ 
er John Bercow, who is sup¬ 
posed to be the impartial 
arbiter of House rules, of 
tearing up parliamentary 
precedent and siding with 
anti-Brexit legislators. 
Conservative legislator 
Crispin Blunt said it ap¬ 
peared to many “that the 
referee is no longer neu¬ 
tral.” Another Conserva¬ 
tive, Adam Holloway, ac¬ 
cused Bercow of having a 
rude anti-Brexit sticker on 
his car. (Bercow replied 


that the car, and the stick¬ 
er, belonged to his wife). 
Britain’s lively and partisan 
newspapers also weighed 
in. “Out of order," blared 
the Daily Mail, while the 
tabloid Sun branded Ber¬ 
cow the “Speaker of the 
devil.” Bercow was unre¬ 
pentant. “My job is not to 
be a cheerleader for the 
executive branch,” he 
said. “My job is to stand up 
for the rights of the House 
of Commons.” 
Unfortunately for constitu¬ 
tional clarity, experts say 
both Bercow and his de¬ 
tractors have a point. As 
the ultimate authority in the 
House of Commons, the 
speaker had the power to 
allow a vote on an amend¬ 
ment to the government’s 
business motion. But in do¬ 
ing so, he ignored both 
precedent and the advice 
of parliamentary staff. 

The incident was the lat¬ 
est in a series of power 
struggles between the ex¬ 
ecutive and the legislature 
over Brexit. After Britons vot¬ 
ed in a 2016 referendum to 
leave the EU, May’s gov¬ 
ernment tried to trigger the 
formal exit process without 
a vote in Parliament. After 
a legal battle, the Supreme 
Court ruled that lawmakers 
must be consulted. 

Since then, government 
and Parliament have feud¬ 
ed about who is driving 
the Brexit car. Lawmakers’ 
position was strengthened 
when May lost her parlia¬ 
mentary majority in an ill- 
advised snap election in 
2017. “We are seeing pretty 
open tension between Par¬ 
liament and government, 
and a Parliament that is 
willing to be quite asser¬ 
tive," said Alice Lilly, a se¬ 
nior researcher at the Insti¬ 
tute for Government think 
tank. “Where that will go 
from here, who knows?” 

To complicate matters, 
both Parliament and May’s 
Conservative administra¬ 
tion are split down the 
middle over Brexit. A major¬ 
ity of lawmakers oppose a 
no-deal Brexit, which would 
impose barriers to trade 
with the EU, potentially trig¬ 
gering gridlock at ports, 
shortages of goods and 
volatile public anger.Q 
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Backstage drama accompanies Romania’s debut in EU presidency

BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) 

— The United States is not 
the only country with a 
government limping from 
self-inflicted injuries that 
baffle foreign audiences. 
In Europe, backstage dra¬ 
ma came to the fore Thurs¬ 
day as Romania made its 
debut in a new role. 

The formerly communist 
country that assumed the 
European Union’s presi¬ 
dency has a president 
and prime minister fighting 
over which of them should 
represent Romania at EU 
summits. Oh, and the con¬ 
victed politician who con¬ 
trols Bucharest’s pedals of 
power from the backseat 
is suing the bloc over fraud 
allegations. 

At an august concert hall in 
the capital, apprehension 
was evident several times 
during a Thursday evening 
ceremony to mark Roma¬ 
nia's six-month term in the 
EU presidency. 

“It depends only on you 
whether for Europe, Roma¬ 
nian politics will be a good 
example or a dire warn¬ 
ing,” EU Council President 
Donald Tusk told his hosts 
during a speech delivered 
in the Romanian language. 
As snow fell, hundreds 
of protesters outside the 
Antenaeum concert hall 
waved EU and Romanian 
flags while trying to put a 
spotlight on government 
corruption. 

A light projector beamed 
a green message onto the

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Congo’s surprise election result could face court challenge

KINSHASA, Congo (AP) — 
Congo appeared ready 
to achieve its first peaceful 
transfer of power with the 
surprise victory Thursday of 
opposition candidate Fe¬ 
lix Tshisekedi, despite clear 
signs that a rival opposition 
leader actually won in a 
landslide. 

With no major protests in 
the capital and limited vio¬ 
lence elsewhere in the vast 
Central African country, 
the population seemed to 
be choosing stability over 
credibility, accepting Tsh- 
isekedi's win and the end 
to President Joseph Kabi¬ 
la’s long and turbulent rule. 
But a court challenge to 
the results could spin the 
country into chaos, observ¬ 
ers warned. 

The influential Catholic 
Church, which deployed 
40,000 observers at all poll¬ 
ing stations, said official re¬ 
sults did not match its find¬ 
ings, and diplomats briefed 
on them said rival opposi¬ 
tion candidate Martin Fa- 
yulu won easily. 

Fayulu alleges that Kabila 
engineered a backroom 
deal with the largely un¬ 
tested Tshisekedi to protect 
his power base in a coun¬ 
try with staggering min¬ 
eral wealth. An outspoken 
campaigner against Con¬ 
go’s widespread graft — it 
ranked 161th among 180 
countries in Transparency 
International’s latest index 
— Fayulu denounced the 
official results as “robbery.” 
He called on people to “rise 
as one man to protect vic¬ 
tory.” But Congo's popula¬ 
tion of 80 million remained 
largely calm. 

Some protest violence was 
reported in Kikwit, a Fayulu 
stronghold, where police 
said three people were 
killed. Police also confirmed 
“agitations” in Congo’s 
third-largest city, Kisangani, 
but said they were quickly 
brought under control. 

It was not immediate¬ 
ly clear whether Fayulu 
would challenge the elec¬ 
tion results in court. Candi¬ 
dates have two days after 
the announcement to file 
challenges and the con¬ 
stitutional court has seven 


days to consider them be¬ 
fore results are final. 

Careful statements by the 
international community 


did not congratulate Tsh¬ 
isekedi, merely taking note 
of official results and urg¬ 
ing peace and stability in 
a country with little of it. 
Observers appeared to be 
watching for the reactions 
of Fayulu’s supporters. 

Two diplomats said all ma¬ 
jor election observation 
missions, including those of 
the African Union and the 
Southern African Develop¬ 
ment Community, showed 
similar results to those of 
the Catholic Church. The 
diplomats spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to 
speak to the press. 
Tshisekedi, who received 
38 percent of the vote ac¬ 
cording to official results, 
had not been widely con¬ 
sidered the leading candi¬ 
date. Long in the shadow 
of his father, the late op¬ 
position leader Etienne, he 
startled Congo last year by 
breaking away from the 
opposition’s unity candi¬ 
date, Fayulu, to stand on 
his own. 

Fayulu, a former Exxon 
manager and Kinshasa 
lawmaker, received 34 per¬ 
cent of the vote in the offi¬ 


cial results. He was a vocal 
activist during the two-year 
delay in Congo’s elec¬ 
tion, insisting it was time for 


Kabila to go. Fayulu was 
backed by two popular 
opposition leaders barred 
by the government from 
running. 

Even before the election 
announcement, some 
observers suggested that 
Kabila’s government might 
make a deal with Tshiseke¬ 
di as hopes faded for ruling 
party candidate Emmanu¬ 
el Ramazani Shadary, who 
received just 23 percent of 
the vote. 

Many Congolese objected 
to Shadary, suspecting that 
he would allow Kabila to 
continue to rule from be¬ 
hind the scenes and pro¬ 
tect his vast assets. 

Several Congo analysts 
agreed that it appeared 
Kabila made a quiet 
agreement with Tshisekedi, 
saying Fayulu would have 
posed more of a threat. 

“If Fayulu and his allies, with 
their own independent se¬ 
curity and financial net¬ 
works, had taken power 
they would have changed 
the power structure of Con¬ 
go and definitively ousted 
Kabila and his clan,” said 
Patrick Smith of the news¬ 
letter Africa Confidential. 


“Tshisekedi, with his weak¬ 
er network, looks like be¬ 
ing the junior partner in his 
accommodation with the 


Kabila establishment.” 
Pierre Englebert, a fellow at 
the Atlantic Council’s Af¬ 
rica Center, said Tshisekedi 
would be more malleable 
and might allow Kabila’s 
network to continue. 

“One possibility for today’s 
result is that once the re¬ 
gime saw the catastrophic 
mistake Kabila had made 
by nominating Shadary, 
it scrambled to come up 
with a Plan B. Enter Tsh¬ 
isekedi,” Englebert wrote in 
an analysis. Tshisekedi “has 
wavered at times in his op¬ 
position to the regime and 
is far from having his late fa¬ 
ther's intransigence.” 

By breaking away from the 
opposition coalition sup¬ 
porting Fayulu, Tshisekedi 
“positioned himself to bar¬ 
gain with the regime,” En¬ 
glebert wrote. “But if the 
history of the Kabila regime 
and its tight control on the 
state and its security ap¬ 
paratus are any indication, 
the ... new president-elect 
is likely to end up on the los¬ 
ing end of this bargain.” 
Western powers appeared 
wary. 

Britain’s foreign secretary 
said he was “very con¬ 


cerned about discrepan¬ 
cies” in Congo’s results, 
adding that the United 
Nations Security Council 
would discuss the matter 
on Friday. France’s foreign 
minister bluntly cast doubt 
on the official results and 
Belgium’s foreign minister 
expressed concern. There 
was no immediate United 
States comment. 

The delayed results, 10 days 
after the Dec. 30 vote, 
came after international 
pressure to announce an 
outcome that reflected the 
will of the people, with the 
U.S. threatening sanctions. 
The largely peaceful elec¬ 
tion faced numerous prob¬ 
lems as many voting ma¬ 
chines that Congo used 
for the first time malfunc¬ 
tioned. Dozens of polling 
centers opened hours late 
as materials went missing. 
Most alarming to many 
Congolese, some 1 million 
of the country's 40 million 
voters were barred from 
participating, with the elec¬ 
toral commission blaming 
a deadly Ebola virus out¬ 
break. 

The difference between 
Tshisekedi and Fayulu in 
official results was some 
684,000 votes. Some ob¬ 
servers said the barred vot¬ 
ers could have made the 
difference. 

Congo's government cut 
internet service the day 
after the vote to prevent 
speculation on social me¬ 
dia. It remained off in parts 
of the country on Thursday. 
Some Congolese weary of 
Kabila’s 18-year rule, the 
two turbulent years of elec¬ 
tion delays and years of 
conflict that killed millions 
of people said they simply 
wanted peace. Some said 
they would be happy as 
long as Fayulu or Tshisekedi 
won, recalling the violence 
that followed past disputed 
elections. 

Kabila has ruled since 2001 
in the troubled nation rich 
in the minerals key to smart¬ 
phones around the world. 
He is barred from serving 
three consecutive terms, 
but until he announced last 
year that he would step 
aside many Congolese 
feared he’d find a way to 
stay in officeO

Moon Jae-in urged North 
Korea to take bolder disar¬ 
mament measures that the 
United States should then 
reward, suggesting Thurs¬ 
day he wants harsh sanc¬ 
tions lifted so Seoul can 
eventually restart dormant 
economic cooperation 
projects with its neighbor. 
Moon said resolving the 
issue of the North Korea 
sanctions hinges on how 
fast Pyongyang denuclear¬ 
izes and whether it receives 
reciprocal measures from 
the United States. He said 
that would top the agenda 
in an expected second 
summit between North 
Korean leader Kim Jong 
Un and President Donald 


Trump. 

“North Korea knows it 
needs (to take) clear de¬ 
nuclearization steps to see 
international sanctions lift¬ 
ed and the United States 
also realizes that reciprocal

measures are needed to 
match these North Korean 
denuclearization steps," 
Moon told a news confer¬ 
ence. 

Some observers believe 
that any sanctions relief, if 


pursued before Washing¬ 
ton is ready, could weaken 
South Korea’s ties with its 
ally and complicate efforts 
to rid the North of its nu¬ 
clear weapons. Others see 
the comments by Moon, 
a liberal who covets deep 
engagement with Pyong¬ 
yang, as simply a symbolic 
bit of conciliation toward 
North Korea. 

The two projects are South 
Korean tours to the North's 
scenic Diamond Mountain 
and a jointly run factory 
complex in the North Ko¬ 
rean border town of Kae¬ 
song. 

They were suspended in 
the past decade along 
with other similar projects 
amid the nuclear standoff. 
The two projects were con¬ 
sidered key sources of bad¬ 
ly needed foreign currency 


for the impoverished North. 
“My administration will co¬ 
operate with the interna¬ 
tional community, includ¬ 
ing the United States, to 
resolve the remaining issues 
such as international sanc¬ 
tions as soon as possible” to 
get the two projects restart¬ 
ed, Moon said at the news 
conference. 

Moon, who took office in 
2017, has shuttled between 
North Korea and the United 
States to facilitate high-pro¬ 
file diplomacy that includ¬ 
ed the first Kirn-Trump sum¬ 
mit in Singapore last June. 
Moon’s overture, however, 
has invited criticism from 
conservatives in South Ko¬ 
rea and the United States 
that he’s making too many 
concessions and helping 
the North try to weaken 
U.S.-led sanctions. □ 


Hong Kong Catholics mourn bishop amid political struggles

HONG KONG (AP) — Hong 
Kong Catholics mourned 
the loss of their bishop with 
a Mass on Thursday night 
amid a low-key struggle 
among clergy over recon¬ 
ciliation between the Vati¬ 
can and Beijing. 

Bishop Michael Yeung died 
last week from liver failure 
after less than two years 
as head of the diocese of 
more than 500,000 Catho¬ 
lics in the semi-autonomous 
Chinese territory. 

Yeung's predecessor. 
Cardinal John Tong, was 
brought out of retirement 
by the Vatican to serve 
as interim administrator, 
blocking the appointment 
of Yeung’s natural succes¬

sor. Bishop Joseph Ha, the

ernment. “While we obey 
the Vatican’s appoint¬ 
ment, I hope the bishop’s 
successor will uphold our 


values as Hong Kong Cath¬ 
olics and won’t bow to Chi¬ 
na’s demands,” said John 
Cheung, 45, who served 
as altar boy to Yeung in his 
home parish. 

Cardinal Joseph Zen, a vo¬ 
cal opponent of attempts 
by Beijing and the Vatican 
at rapprochement, presid¬ 
ed at the Mass. 

Zen last celebrated Mass in 
November to commemo¬ 
rate an underground priest 
in mainland China, Wei 
Heping. Wei, who founded 
an underground seminary, 
was found dead in a river 
about 720 kilometers (450 
miles) from his home dio¬ 
cese of Ningxia after he 
had left for a catechetical 
meeting in northeastern 


China. Authorities main¬ 
tain that his death was a 
suicide, but his family and 
flock reject that conclusion. 
The Holy See has in recent 
months stepped up efforts 
at rapprochement with 
China’s Communist leader¬ 
ship, which demands the 
right to appoint bishops 
and requires that Catholics 
worship only in Communist 
Party-recognized congre¬ 
gations. 

Pope Francis on Monday 
praised the provisional 
agreement between 
the Holy See and Beijing 
reached last September on 
bishop appointments, call¬ 
ing it the “result of a lengthy 
and thoughtful institutional 
dialogue.”□

Venezuela’s Maduro celebrates 2nd term as crisis deepens

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuelan President 
Nicolas Maduro was sworn 
in to a second term Thurs¬ 
day amid international calls 
for him to step down and a 
devastating economic cri¬ 
sis, but with some long-time 
friends in attendance both 
from abroad and at home. 
A dozen Latin American 
governments and Canada 
in a coalition have rejected 
the legitimacy of Maduro’s 
next term, and Washington 
has sanctioned top officials 
in his government. 

But Cuba’s President 
Miguel Diaz-Canel, Bolivian 
President Evo Morales and 
President Anatoli Bibilov 
of a breakaway province 
of Georgia were among 
the foreign leaders who 
attended the ceremony 
at the country's Supreme 
Court. 

And while Maduro’s popu¬ 
larity has plunged amid 
scarcities, hyperinflation 
and rising authoritarianism 
that have sparked a mass 
emigration, supporters who 
receive government sub¬ 
sidies in shantytowns con¬ 
tinue to back the man who 
took over for the late Hugo 
Chavez. 

“It’s not the president’s 
fault,” said Frances 
Velazquez, a 43-year-old 
mother of two who sur¬ 
vives on government-sub¬ 
sidized boxes of rice, flour 
and cooking oil. Velazquez 
blamed opportunists who 
drive up the prices on 
scarce items making life 
difficult for families like hers. 
Others, like construction 
worker Ramon Bermudez, 
have lost hope of escaping 


Maduro's rule and planned 
on hunkering down at 
home for the inauguration. 
“All that’s left to do is raise 
your hand to heaven and 
ask God to help us,” said 
Bermudez, camped out on 
a Caracas sidewalk with 
hundreds of others waiting 
for gas. “There’s nothing 
more.” 

Residents of Caracas 
awoke Thursday to unusu¬ 
ally quiet streets but with 
a noticeably increased se¬ 
curity presence and armed 
checkpoints. 

State TV showed Maduro 
arriving at the Supreme 
Court where he is took the 
oath of office from Chief 
Justice Maikel Moreno. 
Hundreds of officials gath¬ 
ered inside the court’s 
chambers cheered Madu¬ 
ro. 


Maduro's second term ex¬ 
tends Venezuela's social¬ 
ist revolution amid wide¬ 
spread complaints that he 
has stripped Venezuela of 
its last vestiges of democ¬ 
racy. 

Maduro denies that he’s a 
dictator and often blames 
President Donald Trump of 
leading an economic war 
against Venezuela that's 
destroying the country. 
“Not before, not now, nor 
will there ever be a dicta¬ 
torship in Venezuela,” Mad¬ 
uro said in a Wednesday 
news conference. 
Bermudez, 52, disagrees 
and points out the irony of 
living in a nation with the 
world’s most abundant oil 
reserves yet having to wait 
in line overnight recently to 
fill three canisters of natural 
gas to cook at home.

Oil-rich Venezuela was 
once among Latin Amer¬ 
ica’s wealthiest nations. It 
produced 3.5 million bar¬ 
rels of crude daily when 
Chavez took power. Out¬ 
put now has plummeted 
to less than a third of that. 
Critics blame years of ram¬ 
pant corruption and mis¬ 
management of the state- 
run oil firm PDVSA. 

The economic collapse has 
left the nation of roughly 30 
million in the throes of a his¬ 
toric crisis. 

An estimated 2.3 million 
Venezuelans have fled 
their nation’s hyperinflation, 
food and medical shortag¬ 
es over the last two years, 
according to the United 
Nations. Those remaining 
live on a monthly minimum 
wage equal to less than $5 
and falling daily. 


Venezuela's splintered op¬ 
position movement has 
failed to counter the so¬ 
cialist party's dominance. 
Maduro’s government has 
jailed or driven into exile its 
most popular leaders. 
Anti-government politicians 
successfully rallied thou¬ 
sands to the streets across 
Venezuela for four months 
of demonstrations in 2017, 
when clashes with govern¬ 
ment forces left more than 
120 protesters dead and 
thousands injured. Maduro 
remained squarely in pow¬ 
er. 

In May, he declared vic¬ 
tory in presidential election 
that his political opponents 
and many foreign nations 
consider illegitimate be¬ 
cause popular opponents 
were banned from running 
and the largest anti-gov¬ 
ernment parties boycotted 
the race. 

The opposition-led Con¬ 
gress opened its session 
for the year this week, led 
by 35-year-old Juan Guai- 
do, who vowed to battle 
against Maduro. Guaido 
said Maduro is “usurping 
the presidency." 

The Trump administration 
has increased pressure on 
Maduro through financial 
sanctions, this week sin¬ 
gling out powerful Venezu¬ 
elan media magnate Raul 
Gorrin. U.S. banks are also 
banned from doing busi¬ 
ness with Venezuela, put¬ 
ting a financial strangle¬ 
hold on the cash-strapped 
country. 

U.S. Secretary of State Mike 
Pompeo said in a state¬ 
ment that the United States 
will keep up pressure in 
support of the Venezuelan 
people. □ 


21 dead bodies found in north Mexico after gang clash

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexi¬ 
can authorities said Thurs¬ 
day that 21 bodies, some 
burned, have been found 
in the northern Mexico bor¬ 
der state of Tamaulipas 
in what appears to have 
been a clash between 
drug gangs. 

The bodies were found 


near the remains of seven 
burned-out vehicles near 
the border town of Miguel 
Aleman. 

President Andres Manuel 
Lopez Obrador said the kill¬ 
ings Wednesday appear 
to have been part of a dis¬ 
pute between gangs. 

He said details would be 
released once all the infor¬ 
mation was gathered. 


A Tamaulipas state official 
who was not authorized to 
be quoted by name said 
investigators had counted 
21 bodies at the scene. 

The area around Miguel 
Aleman had long been 
dominated by the Zetas 
drug cartel, which was 
locked in a battle for con¬ 
trol of crime in the Rio 
Grande Valley with the rival 


Gulf cartel. Miguel Aleman 
is about 50 miles (80 kilome¬ 
ters) west of McAllen, Tex¬ 
as, which was to be visited 
Thursday by U.S. President 
Donald Trump as part of his 
campaign for a wall or bar¬ 
rier along the border with 
Mexico. 

The Zetas cartel has since 
splintered, and the deaths 
in Miguel Aleman appear 


to have resulted from a 
dispute between the Gulf 
cartel and one of the Ze¬ 
tas factions, the Northeast 
cartel. 

Tamaulipas has been a 
major conduit for drug 
shipments and has also 
been the scene of some of 
the worst massacres and 
fiercest fighting in Mexico’s 
drug war.Q

“We Culture”, more than just creativity... 


Maastricht - “Oh dande, nos a jega na bo porta, ay nobe!” (Oh 
dande, we arrived at your doorstep, happy New Year!). With the be¬ 
ginning of a new year, Aruba initiates its biggest cultural season of 
the entire year. The season of creativity, of culture, of music, of danc¬ 
ing, of fashion, of design, of crafting, and of pure art. A season where 
the Aruban community is connected through celebrating carnival. 
This year Aruba is celebrating its 65th anniversary, which means that 
this year the creativity and cultural experience will be pushed to the 
max. Last year, we observed at different aspects of the Cultural and 
Creative Industry (CCI) and its possible contribution to the Aruban so¬ 
ciety, economy and cultural scene. Carnival is one pure example of 
how creativity and culture does produce an economic value chain. 
Today as the beginning of the year, we will start at the beginning of 
culture and what it represents in the Aruban CCI. 


According to UNESCO (2014) “culture as a sector of activity includes, 
but not exclusively, cultural workers, artists and other creative profes¬ 
sionals; commercial businesses; not-for-profit firms in the arts and cul¬ 
ture; public cultural institutions, such as museums and galleries, heri¬ 
tage sites, libraries etc.; education and training institutions in the arts; 
government agencies and ministries responsible for arts and cultural 
affairs; NGOs and civil society involved in cultural activity” (p. 10). 
Many times, when discussing culture, people assume that it is an ar¬ 
mature sector, however, this cannot be further from the truth. Culture 
has been one of the most ancient sectors in history and is considered 
a professional and very skilled sector. It takes many stakeholders to 
form a cultural industry, which translates to many input and contribu¬ 
tion. 




Culture and development cannot 
be seen as contrasting powers, al¬ 
though one is aimed at tradition 
and one at change, but should 
be viewed as a holistic system ap¬ 
proach. Before we had steelpans, 
now we have brass bands and live 
musical bands on the road. Before 
we had simple costumes, now are 
costumes are more expressive and 
more detailed. Before we had a 
couple of thousand people on 
the road, now we have around 
15 thousand people on the road. 
Many times, the discussion arises 
when taking about culture, be¬ 
cause it is tied to identity. When 
a country is filled with diversity, no 
culture stands on its own. The cul¬ 
tural value of identity is significant, 
whether understood at the level of 
a nation, region, city, town or com¬ 
munity. Diversity is a cultural dimen¬ 
sion of the CCI that became more 
prominent in recent years. As prac¬ 
tices of globalization continue, the 
value of cultural diversity has been 
more clearly defined and the role 
of the CCI in promoting it has been 
more understood (United Nations, 
2010 ). 

When we sing “we culture", when 
we read “we culture" on the mural 
painting in San Nicolas, what do 


we think of? What does it make us 
feel? What can we relate to? Be¬ 
sides Carnival, besides Dera Gay, 
besides Dande, besides all other 
traditional Aruban practices, it is 
important to understand why it is 
important to care about our cul¬ 
ture. Like I previously mentioned, 
development cannot be discontin¬ 
ued, it is part of life, and especially 
cultural life. Heritage is forever, 
and should be protected for the 
future generations after us. Gener¬ 
ally, heritage is also embedded in 
the traditional cultural expressions 
of human creativity, manifested in 
cultural celebrations, festivals and 
folklore. In different parts of the 
world, native peoples and com¬ 
munities are keeping alive, and 
sometimes reviving and rescu¬ 
ing, old traditions by reproducing 
ancient crafts, using their original 
designs (United Nations, 2008). I 
was listening to an Aruban morn¬ 
ing radio show, where they had 
a ‘carnavalista’ as a guest. They 
talked about old carnival traditions 
and what carnival means to the 
people and so on. Interestingly, I 
noticed that our generation knows 
little about the past. Many details 
came as a first to my understand¬ 
ing.

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 

— Roger Federer and No¬ 
vak Djokovic are aiming 
for the same record from 
opposite sides of the draw, 
leaving open the prospect 
of them playing in the final 
for a seventh Australian 
Open title. 

Top-ranked Djokovic and 
defending champion Fe¬ 
derer enter the season¬ 
opening major equal with 
Roy Emerson, who won his 
six Australian singles cham¬ 
pionships between 1961-67, 
before the Open era. 
Serena Williams already 
has won seven Australian 
Open singles titles, and is 
a strong contender to add 
another after skipping last 
year’s tournament while on 
leave after having a baby. 
Now seeded 16th, Williams 
was drawn into the same 
section Thursday as No. 
1-ranked Simona Halep, 
the runner-up last year. 
The pair could meet in the 
fourth round. 

Djokovic starts at the top 
of the draw and will open 
against a qualifier. Things 
could get much tougher 
quickly, with a potential 
second-round meeting 


against wild-card entry Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga, who he 
beat in the 2008 Austra¬ 
lian final, and with Denis 
Shapovalov in the same 
section. Eighth-seeded Kei 
Nishikori, who opened the 
season with a title in Bris¬ 
bane, is a potential quar¬ 
terfinal rival and No. 4 Al¬ 
exander Zverev looms as a 
semifinal opponent if both 
players advance that far. 
Federer, who has won the 
last two at Melbourne Park 


in a career resurgence, is 
in the bottom half of the 
draw with second-ranked 
Rafael Nadal, who is return¬ 
ing from an injury layoff. 
Aiming for a 21st Grand 
Slam trophy and a 100th 
career singles title, Federer 
will open against Denis Isto¬ 
min. And with No. 6 Marin 
Cilic in the same quarter, 
there's potential for a re¬ 
match of the 2018 final a 
few rounds early. 

“I’m so close. I'll give it

a go," Federer said. “If I 
made 100 at the Australian 
I’d take it, I'd gladly ac¬ 
cept it — and I'll give it all 
I have.” 

But, he noted before head¬ 
ing out to practice after 
attending the tournament 
draw with his trophy, “the 
moment you find out the 
draw, that’s when you shift 
your focus to the first round 
and only the first round.” 
Murray won only two games 
in an incomplete practice 


match with Djokovic at 
Melbourne Park, showing 
signs he’s still not fully fit af¬ 
ter spending most of the last 
18 months off the tour. Mur¬ 
ray played at the season¬ 
opening Brisbane Interna¬ 
tional last week, where he 
won his first-round match 
against James Duckworth 
but lost in straight sets to 
Daniil Medvedev in the 
second, limping between 
points and admitting he's 
still dealing with his trouble¬ 
some right hip. 

One of the most intriguing 
men’s first-round matches 
features 2016 Wimbledon 
finalist Milos Raonic against 
mercurial Australian Nick 
Kyrgios, who is unseeded 
after his ranking slid from 13 
into the 50s, but has tour- 
level wins over Federer, 
Nadal and Djokovic to his 
credit. 

Williams will face Tatjana 
Maria in the first round, and 
could meet either Genie 
Bouchard or Peng Shaui 
in the second. Halep has 
drawn another first-round 
against Kaia Kanepi, who 
beat her at the same stage 
at last year's U.S. Open, 
and a possible third round¬ 
er against unseeded Venus 
Williams. □

Grace McCallum is get¬ 
ting a showcase at the 
American Cup. The young¬ 
est member of the U.S.

“It’s a special part of our 
schedule and it is a big deal 
as to which athletes go into 
competition,” said Tom For¬ 
ster, the high-performance 
coordinator for the wom¬ 
en’s national team.

very best and sometimes 
it’s about giving an oppor¬ 
tunity to new seniors.” 

The time the American 
Cup will do both. McCal¬ 
lum, who is from Isanti, Min¬ 
nesota, finished fourth in 
the all-around at the 2018 
U.S. championships and

competed in three events 
during team qualifying 
and two events during the 
team final at worlds. For¬ 
ster pointed to McCollum’s 
youth and her success un¬ 
der pressure at the world 
championships as proof she 
was worthy of a spot. For¬ 


ster said he first broached 
the topic of the American 
Cup at the world cham¬ 
pionships in Doha, Qatar, 
and the other members 
of the team — including 
Olympic and world cham¬ 
pion Simone Biles, 2017 
world champion Morgan 
Hurd and Riley McCusker 
— all wanted more down 
time to upgrade a portion 
of their routines. All three 
will make their 2019 debuts 
later in the year. 

“They could see what was 
happening at worlds and 
they knew that they would 
like to change a couple of 
things in their routines,” For¬ 
ster said. “And when you’re 
at their level, changes 
don’t take weeks, they 
take months.” The com¬ 
petition — which features 
16 gymnastics (eight men, 
eight women) from around 
the world — will also be 


a chance for Wong, a 
15-year-old from Overland 
Park, Kansas, to go up 
against seniors for the first 
time. “She's a quick athlete 
and yet she's beautiful,” 
Forster said. “She doesn’t 
have to rely on adrenaline 
of competition to give her 
more bounce.

Vonn not obsessing over WCup record; 1 don’t need 87 wins’

Lindsey Vonn doesn’t want 
health or history to dictate 
when her storied career 
ends. 

With yet another knee in¬ 
jury behind her and a ma¬ 
jor record within reach, the 
three-time Olympic medal¬ 
ist is determined to retire on 
her terms. 

Vonn is ready to return from 
injury and resume her pur¬ 
suit of the World Cup wins 
record. She is four victo¬ 
ries shy of Ingemar Sten- 
mark's 86 victories, making 
her the only skier to even 
get close to the Swedish 
great. Matching that mark 
is a goal for Vonn, but she 
doesn’t want it to become 
an obsession before she re¬ 
tires later this year. 

“The record won’t de¬ 
fine me, whether I get it or 
not,” Vonn told The Associ¬ 
ated Press in a telephone 
interview Wednesday. “I 
don't need 87 wins to be 
able to continue the work 
of my foundation, to help 
kids, inspire people to be 
healthy and active and be 


positive and strive to reach 
their dreams and goals. I 
don’t need that record to 
accomplish those things. 
Once I retire, 87 won’t re¬ 
ally matter anymore. 

“It's not going to change 
the way I leave the sport.” 
The 34-year-old will retire 
after the season with a long 
list of accomplishments. 
She won downhill gold 


at the 2010 Vancouver 
Games, eight World Cup 
season titles in downhill, 
five more in super-G, and 
has four overall World Cup 
championships. 

She was a good bet to 
catch Stenmark, too, be¬ 
fore hyperextending her 
left knee and spraining a 
ligament while training in 
November. She was set to 


return this weekend, but 
the downhill and super-G 
in St. Anton, Austria, were 
canceled because of 
heavy snowfall. 

Vonn had hoped to use St. 
Anton as a stepping stone 
to the speed events in Cor¬ 
tina d'Ampezzo, Italy, on 
Jan. 19-20. Vonn injured 
the knee a week before 
her scheduled first race in 


Lake Louise, Alberta. She 
had planned to retire after 
this season, but now plans 
to compete at Lake Louis 
once more in November 
2019. 

“My knee feels really good, 
surprisingly a lot better than 
I thought,” Vonn said. “I 
was on crutches for a while, 
and it just took a bit to get 
the strength back. I feel re¬ 
ally strong when I am skiing 
and don’t feel any pain in 
my left knee.” 

Vonn’s right knee is per¬ 
manently damaged from 
previous crashes, and she 
wears braces on both legs. 
The 34-year-old has had 
to fight back from injuries 
many times: torn ACLs, 
fractures near her left knee, 
broken ankle, sliced right 
thumb, a concussion and 
more. She’s limited now to 
about three runs per day, 
and her achy body can’t 
handle the workload of 
other skiers. 

“Unfortunately, my body 
can't take it anymore. I 
had too many surgeries," 
Vonn said. “It’s pretty pain¬ 
ful to ski every day. □ 


3-time Olympic champion Yoshida retires from wrestling

TOKYO (AP) — Three-time 
Olympic wrestling champi¬ 
on Saori Yoshida retired of¬ 
ficially on Thursday, saying 
it's time for the next gen¬ 
eration of Japanese wres¬ 
tlers to feature at the 2020 
Tokyo Olympics. 

The 36-year-old Yoshida, 
who also won 13 consecu¬ 
tive world championships, 
spoke before a packed 
news conference at a ho¬ 
tel in central Tokyo.

take over," Yoshida said. 
Yoshida had been taking 
time away from competi¬ 
tion since the 2016 Rio de 
Janeiro Olympics, where 
she fell short of a fourth 
straight Olympic gold med¬ 
al and settled for silver. 
She has been serving as a 
coach for the Japan team 
in the lead-up to the Tokyo 
Olympics. 

She received the People's 
Honor Award in 2012 after 
surpassing Aleksandr Kare¬ 
lin's record for consecutive 
world titles. 

The Russian great won 
three Olympic gold medals 
and nine world champion¬ 


ships from 1988-99. Yoshida 
competed for most of her 
career in the 55-kilogram 
class but dropped to the 
53kg event for the first time 
at the Olympics in Rio after 
the sport's governing body 
shifted the weight divisions. 
“After Rio, I had the desire 
to compete in Tokyo,” Yo¬ 
shida said. 

“My father told me it’s im¬ 
portant to know when to 
retire. I knew I would need 
my best efforts to perform 
well in Tokyo and when I 
saw how motivated the 
younger wrestlers coming 
up were I knew the time

PSG coach Tuchel must deliver in Europe after domestic loss

PARIS (AP) — It looks 
like Paris Saint-Germain 
coach Thomas Tuchel has 
no choice but to deliver 
Champions League suc¬ 
cess. 

There's one month to go 
before PSG faces Man¬ 
chester United in the last 16, 
which gives Tuchel some 
time to get his tactics right 
against Ole Gunnar Solsk- 
jaer’s resurgent side. 
Judging by the manner of 
Wednesday’s 2-1 defeat 
at home to struggles Guin- 
gamp in the French League 
Cup quarterfinals, he will 
need to be wise and ruth¬ 
less in his decision-making 
over the next few weeks. 
Although it was only PSG's 
second defeat of the sea¬ 
son it was as humiliating as 
it was unexpected and, if 
he was watching on TV in 
chilly northwest England, 
Solskjaer may well have 
gone to sleep with a smile 
on his face. 

Momentum is shifting back 
in United's favor following 
a dismal start to the sea¬ 
son under then-coach Jose 
Mourinho, while PSG is com¬

ing under some pressure af¬ 
ter making a blistering start 
to its French league cam¬ 
paign. 

Goals were flying in from ev¬ 
erywhere, Kylian Mbappe 
and Neymar were scor¬ 
ing for fun, and Tuchel re¬ 


ceived high praise for man¬ 
managing his stars with a 
feel-good approach rather 
than a firmer and unpopu¬ 
lar one employed by his 
predecessor Unai Emery. 
Tuchel’s stock among fans 
and players,grew further

after his side beat Liver¬ 
pool 2-1 in the Champions 
League, effectively pre¬ 
venting the possibility of a 
group-stage exit. 

The euphoria faded when 
PSG drew back-to-back 
league games away to 


Bordeaux and Strasbourg. 
Neither of those sides has 
stars, but their coaches frus¬ 
trated PSG by playing an in¬ 
tensive pressing game de¬ 
priving them of space and 
forcing them into errors. 
It’s a simple but effective 
formula when done right, 
as Guingamp also showed 
and Solskjaer will doubtless 
have noted. The sloppy 
defeat to Guingamp, with 
three penalties conceded 
in the second half, raised 
alarming questions about a 
lack of concentration. 

With insufficient protec¬ 
tion from midfield, PSG’s 
defense was far too easily 
breached, prompting rash 
mistakes from defenders in¬ 
side the penalty area. Thilo 
Kehrer, a promising young 
German defender, has giv¬ 
en away four of the 10 pen¬ 
alties PSG has conceded 
this season. There were no 
excuses at either end as a 
glittering forward line com¬ 
prising of Mbappe, Neymar 
and Angel Di Maria — cost¬ 
ing a combined 465 million 
euros in transfer fees ($535 
million) — fluffed chances 
against the side last in the 
first division. □

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Where have all the NFL’s black coaches gone?

Where have all the black 
coaches gone? To the un¬ 
employment line, at least 
in the NFL. Five of the eight 
coaches fired over — and 
since — the last season 
were black, and so far 
none of them has been re¬ 
hired as head coaches in 
the league. 

That leaves two African- 
American coaches still 
standing among 32 NFL 
teams. And in a league 
where more than two thirds 
of players are black that’s 
not nearly enough. 

The news Wednesday that 
the Denver Broncos were 
hiring Vic Fangio as head 
coach and the New York 
Jets were going with Adam 
Gase as their new coach 
means six of the eight teams 
looking for new coaches 
have found their man. 

And so far none of the new 
hires have been minorities. 
That’s not a new prob¬ 
lem in the NFL, of course. 
It’s also one the league 
has addressed with the 
Rooney Rule that ensures 
minority candidates are 
interviewed for any head 
coaching openings and 
other front office positions. 
The rule was a step for¬ 
ward, and for a long time it 
seemed to be working. To 
make sure, the NFL just last 
month announced chang¬ 
es to strengthen it. 

The changes were hailed as 
a breakthrough at the time

by former Giants lineback¬ 
er Harry Carson, executive 
director of the Fritz Pollard 
Alliance, which promotes 
diversity in NFL coaching 
and executive ranks. They 
came after a season in 
which seven coaches were 
replaced — and only one 
of the replacements was 
black. 

“After last season’s hiring 
cycle, something had to 
be done,” Carson said. 
“These enhancements 
should strengthen the rule 
and ensure that it applies 
as intended and truly gives 
candidates of color a fair 
chance.” 

And if last year was a step 


back from true diversity, this 
year has started off even 
worse. 

Of the last 13 coaching 
hires in the NFL over two 
seasons, the only minority 
hire has been Steve Wilks 
— and he was fired by the 
Arizona Cardinals after just 
one year. The only two 
black coaches left in the 
NFL — which at its peak in 
2011 had eight coaches of 
color — are Anthony Lynn 
of the Chargers and Mike 
Tomlin of the Steelers. 

“I liked it better when there 
was eight and not just two,” 
said Richard Lapchick, di¬ 
rector of the Institute for 
Diversity and Ethics in Sport 


at Central Florida. “But I do 
think there is a cyclical na¬ 
ture to this and that may be 
part of it.” 

Lapchick, who authors an¬ 
nual reports on the level 
of diversity in all the major 
professional leagues, said 
the NFL experienced a 
similar dip in the hiring of 
black coaches after the 
2011 season into 2014. Then 
the hiring picked up again 
to the point in the last two 
years when there were 
eight coaches of color — 
including Panthers coach 
Ron Rivera, who is Hispanic. 
He’s hoping that this dip 
may also be short-lived, 
while others believe promis¬ 


ing black coaches may get 
more opportunities if the 
Rooney Rule was expand¬ 
ed to include coordinator 
positions, too. 

“Am I concerned there 
are (two) coaches of 
color?” Lapchick asked. 
“Of course, and if I hadn’t 
just gone through it in my 
head looking at 2011 and 
the three years after that I 
would have been deeply 
discouraged by what I saw 
at the end of this season.” 
Just why the number of mi¬ 
norities is down depends 
on who you’re talking to, 
though it's certainly not for 
a lack of qualified candi¬ 
dates. 

There are black coaches 
on the staffs of almost ev¬ 
ery NFL team that poten¬ 
tially could run teams just as 
well as any of the coaches 
hired so far this postseason. 
It doesn't help that a few of 
the more recent hires are 
head scratching choices, 
at least to those outside the 
organizations. 

Arizona reached into the 
college ranks to tab Kliff 
Kingsbury, as its new head 
coach. 

That by itself was unusual 
since Kingsbury had a los¬ 
ing record at Texas Tech 
and has never coached in 
the NFL. 

And Tampa Bay hired for¬ 
mer Cardinals coach Bruce 
Arians, who is coming out 
of a one-year retirement at 
the age of 66 to take the 
Bucs job. □

rica, Asia, Europe and

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CES 2019: A high-tech spin for the old-school peephole

2019 gadget show is rev¬ 
ving up in Las Vegas. Here 
are the latest findings and 
observations from Associ¬ 
ated Press reporters on the 
ground. 

DING-DONG, THE PEEPHOLE 
IS RINGING 

Ring is giving the old-school 
peephole a high-tech spin. 
The company unveiled a 
new internet-connected 
video doorbell that fits into 
most peepholes. The new 
device is aimed at apart¬ 
ment dwellers or college 
students who want a video 
doorbell, but may not be 
allowed to install one next 
to their doors. 

Amazon bought Ring last 
year, giving it a shot at 
competing better with 
Google’s Nest, which also 
makes cameras and door¬ 
bells. Privacy experts have 
long sounded the alarm on 
Wi-Fi connected cameras 
and how video is stored. 
Amazon recently filed a 
patent application for a 
facial-recognition system 
involving home security 
cameras, which would al¬ 
low multiple cameras to 
create composites of fac¬ 
es to identify people who 
may be trying to burglarize 
a house. It doesn't appear 
Ring uses facial recognition 
yet, as Nest already does, 
though Ring may add such 
features over time. Ama¬ 
zon did not respond to a 
request for comment. 

Ring's Door View Cam will 
go on sale in March for 
$199. Ring’s new device 
will still act as a peephole, 
but will also send alerts to 
user's smartphones when 
the doorbell is pressed or 
someone knocks the door. 
EYE OF THE BEHOLDER? 

The makers of a robotic 
“personal massager” for 
women won a prestigious 
CES award. Then organizers 
took it away. 

Its maker, the startup Lora 
DiCarlo, was also banned 
from exhibiting on the show 
floor (though it's in Las Ve¬ 
gas at a separate media 
event). 

The show’s organizer, the 
Consumer Technology As¬

sociation, said in an email 
to Lora DiCarlo that it re¬ 
served the right to disqual¬ 
ify any entry “deemed by 
CTA in their sole discretion 
to be immoral, obscene, 
indecent, profane or not in 
keeping with CTA’s image.” 
An independent panel of 
judges had selected Lora 
DiCarlo’s Ose vibrator last 
fall to win a CES 2019 In¬ 
novation Honoree Award 
in the robotics and drone 
category. Gary Shapiro, 
CTA's president and CEO, 
apologized in a separate 
letter and said the compa¬ 
ny should have been told 
it's “ineligible for entry.” 
CTA declined to provide 
further comment to The 
Associated Press on why 


the product was ineligible. 
Ose's makers say it's sexism, 
noting that “a literal sex doll 
for men launched on the 
floor at CES in 2018.” Lora 
Haddock, the CEO of Lora 
DiCarlo, says that makes 
for a double standard at 
the tech show already un¬ 
der fire for not including 
enough women. 

SHADES THAT TEXT 
Smart glasses haven’t 
been a hit, but at least 
one startup still sees them 
in our future. A company 
called North will be deliv¬ 
ering its $999 smart glasses 
to customers in the com¬ 
ing weeks. Called Focals 
by North, they pair with a 
smartphone and show text 
messages, weather and

mapping directions on the 
glass that only the wearer 
sees. Users also need to 
wear a ring with a joystick 
on their index finger, so 
they can flip through mes¬ 
sages or respond with their 
thumb. It can also be con¬ 
trolled using the built-in Am¬ 
azon Alexa voice assistant, 
but the joystick has to be 
pressed down for it to start 
listening. 

Getting people to buy 
smart glasses has been a 
challenge — Google fa¬ 
mously stopped selling its 
smart glasses to the public 
about four years ago. 
Aaron Grant, North's co¬ 
founder, says his product is 
different because they are 
designed to look like regu¬

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lar frames. And prescription 
lenses can be added. 

But there’s a small projec¬ 
tor on one side, and the 
frames on the side are 
slightly thicker. 

FRESH BREAD, NO BAKER 
That smell wafting through 
the CES show? Freshly 
baked bread. 

Wilkinson Baking Co. un¬ 
veiled a 22-square-foot 
machine that can bake 10 
loaves of bread every hour 
— no baker needed. But a 
human is needed to dump 
the ingredients into the 
machine, which then mix¬ 
es them, forms the dough 
and starts baking. Some¬ 
one also needs to slice the 
bread, although the com¬ 
pany says it’s working on a 
way for the machines to do 
that, too. The BreadBot, as 
it’s called, is being pitched 
to supermarkets as a way to 
deliver fresh bread to shop¬ 
pers who are increasingly 
worried about the ingredi¬ 
ents in their foods. The ma¬ 
chine is covered in glass, 
so customers can watch 
bread get made. They then 
select the loaf they want 
on a touch screen, sort of 
like a vending machine. 
Three local supermarkets 
are already testing it. The 
company says a couple of 
big chains have agreed to 
try it out soon, but it won't 
say which. 

SMART BRA 

Is your bra dumb? An un¬ 
derwear company is pitch¬ 
ing a solution to an age-old 
problem for women: find¬ 
ing a bra that actually fits. 
In the past, women could 
get help from an expert 
human in finding their right 
size. A simple measuring 
tape wouldn’t do, as it 
doesn't reflect other fac¬ 
tors such as the shape of a 
woman's breasts. But these 
old-school “bra fitters" are 
hard to find these days. 

To address that, a compa¬ 
ny called Soma has added 
some circuits to a brassiere 
and connected it to an 
app. The Soma Innofit has 
four lines of circuitry hooked 
up to a circuit board in the 
back, which then connects 
to an app via Bluetooth. 
The smart $59 bra then rec¬ 
ommends a bra — from So¬ 
ma’s line, of course.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — A rally in 
global stock markets faded 
Thursday after U.S. and Chi¬ 
nese officials wrapped up 
three days of trade talks in 
Beijing without any signifi¬ 
cant breakthrough. Retail¬ 
ers sank after Macy’s and 
Kohl’s said sales over the 
holidays were worse than 
expected, and airlines 
slumped after American 
gave a disappointing rev¬ 
enue forecast. 

The losses threaten to end 
a four-day winning streak 
for U.S. indexes. Oil prices 
also turned lower after an 
eight-day string of gains. 
KEEPING SCORE: The S&P 
500 index gave up 17 points, 
or 0.7 percent, to 2,567 as 
of 10 a.m. Eastern time. The 
Dow Jones Industrial Aver¬ 
age lost 125 points, or 0.5 
percent, to 23,753. The Nas¬ 
daq composite dropped 
63 points, or 0.9 percent, 
to 6,893. The Russell 2000 
index of smaller-company 
stocks fell 12 points, or 0.9 
percent, to 1,426. 

BLACK EYE-DAY: Macy’s 
said holiday sales slowed 
in the middle of December 
and the department store 
cut its annual profit and 
sales forecasts. Its stock 
plunged 17.8 percent to 


$26.07 in heavy trading. 
Kohl's also reported weak¬ 
er sales growth and it fell 
9.1 percent to $63.51. 
Macy’s announcement 
came as a surprise because 
investor expectations for 
the holiday season have 
been high. Unemployment 
is the lowest it's been in 
decades, wages are rising 
and consumer confidence 
is high, while gas prices 
dropped late last year. But 
shoppers may have been 
less willing to splurge be¬ 
cause the stock market fell 
dramatically in December, 
and shortly afterward the 
federal government went 
into a partial shutdown that 
is still ongoing. 

Victoria’s Secret maker L 


Brands fell 7.9 percent to 
$25.99 and Capri Holdings, 
the parent company of Mi¬ 
chael Kors and Versace, 
lost 4.6 percent to $39.94 
while Gap shed 4.3 percent 
to $24.95. Amazon lost 1.7 
percent to$l ,630. 

STUCK ON THE RUNWAY: 
Airlines skidded after Amer¬ 
ican said its fourth-quarter 
revenue growth at the low 
end of its projections. Delta 
gave a similarly disappoint¬ 
ing forecast a week ago. 
American fell 9.9 percent 
to $30.10 while Delta lost 
3.6 percent to $46.74 and

U.S.-CHINA TALKS: Stock 
markets have jumped over 
the last two weeks as in¬ 


vestors grew more hope¬ 
ful that the U.S. and China 
will resolve the trade ten¬ 
sions that have been brew¬ 
ing over the past year. The 
just-concluded talks in Bei¬ 
jing helped the U.S. market 
rally for four days in a row, 
its longest streak since mid- 
September. 

But as those talks ended, 
it’s not clear what the next 
steps will be or when they 
will talk next. 

The U.S. Trade Represen¬ 
tative said topics at the 
meeting included China’s 
pledge to buy more energy 
and agricultural products 
and manufactured goods 
from the U.S. But that's a 
relatively minor area of dis¬ 
agreement. 

The U.S. wants China to 
change its technology pol¬ 
icy to reduce cyber theft 
of trade secrets as well as 
more access to the Chinese 
market for non-Chinese 
companies and increased 
protection for foreign pat¬ 
ents and copyrights. The 
U.S. Trade Representative 
gave no hint of progress on 
those issues.

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Physicians criticize state lawsuits over pelvic mesh

SEATTLE (AP) — Doctors 
who specialize in female 
pelvic medicine say law¬ 
suits by four states, includ¬ 
ing Washington and Cali¬ 
fornia, over products used 
to treat pelvic floor dis¬ 
orders and incontinence 
might scare patients away 
from the best treatment 
options — or maybe even 
push the products off the 
market. 

Sixty-three Washington sur¬ 
geons signed a letter to 
state Attorney General Bob 
Ferguson, arguing his con¬ 
sumer-protection lawsuit 
against Johnson & Johnson 
and its Ethicon Inc. subsid¬ 
iary is off-base. The lawsuit 
says the companies failed 
to disclose risks associated 
with the products, but in 
their letter the doctors said 
they were never deceived 
and that the case is based 
on a misapprehension of 
how they assess dangers 
posed by medical proce¬ 
dures. 

“We have served on na¬ 
tional and regional medi¬ 
cal societies in women’s 
health,” wrote Dr. Jeffrey 
Clemons, a pelvic recon¬ 
structive surgeon in Taco¬ 
ma. “It is astonishing to us 
that the AG is proceeding 
with this lawsuit without first 
availing themselves of the 
significant experience and 
expertise of this group.” 
Doctors in California are 
drafting a similar letter to 
Attorney General Xavier 
Becerra, and the president 
of the American Urogy- 
necologic Society, which 
represents 1,900 medical 
professionals, has issued a 
statement expressing some 
of the same concerns. 
Clemons and two other 
doctors who signed the 
Washington letter have 
been retained by defense 


counsel as consultants in 
the case, but Clemons said 
he wrote it without pay¬ 
ment or assistance from 


Johnson & Johnson. 

At issue is “transvaginal 
mesh” — plastic mesh 
products that are implant¬ 
ed to correct a variety of 
pelvic floor disorders. 

They came on the U.S. mar¬ 
ket in the late 1990s to treat 
stress urinary incontinence 
— a condition triggered 
by physical activity like 
coughing, sneezing or run¬ 
ning that is common and 
sometimes debilitating in 
women after childbirth. The 
treatment involves using 
a thin mesh strip, called a 
“mid-urethral sling,” to sup¬ 
port the urethra, the tube 
that carries urine away 
from the bladder. 

The products were so suc¬ 
cessful — one of the most 
significant advances in 
women’s health in recent 
decades, the physicians 
said — that companies 
began developing similar 


mesh products to treat an¬ 
other condition, called pel¬ 
vic organ prolapse. 

In such cases, pelvic or¬ 


gans such as the uterus 
and bladder drop from 
their normal position due to 
muscle weakening. A sheet 
of mesh can be used to 
support the pelvic floor. 
However, treating pelvic 
organ prolapse with mesh 
proved problematic after 
those products were intro¬ 
duced in 2004. 

They were more likely to 
bring serious complica¬ 
tions, including permanent 
incontinence, severe dis¬ 
comfort and an inability to 
have sex. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration issued warnings 
in 2008 and 2011, and com¬ 
panies pulled most of the 
transvaginal mesh prod¬ 
ucts for organ prolapse 
from the market. 

Tens of thousands of wom¬ 
en have filed liability claims 
against Johnson & Johnson 
and other companies, with 
some saying they knew 
nothing about the poten¬ 
tial complications. 

The doctors say Washing¬ 
ton’s lawsuit conflates the 
acceptable risks of using 
pelvic mesh to treat incon¬ 
tinence with the less toler¬ 
able risks of using it for pel¬ 
vic organ prolapse. They’re 
worried it could force mid- 
urethral slings off the mar¬ 


ket, though the attorney 
general’s office says that’s 
not the goal. 

Washington, California, 


Kentucky and Mississippi 
are pursuing lawsuits that 
claim Johnson & Johnson 
deceived doctors and pa¬ 
tients, and that the surger¬ 
ies ruined some women’s 
quality of life. They say 
product marketing bro¬ 
chures and instruction 
pamphlets should have 
contained much more de¬ 
tail about the risks. 

The company updated its 
instruction pamphlets in 
2015 — effectively admit¬ 
ting the earlier versions 
were inadequate, Wash¬ 
ington state says. 

“The purpose of our law¬ 
suit is to require Johnson & 
Johnson to disclose to doc¬ 
tors and patients the serious 
risks associated with surgi¬ 
cal mesh,” Ferguson said 
in an emailed statement. 
“Johnson & Johnson knew 
about these risks for years 
and misrepresented them 
for more than a decade, 
even as it sold thousands of 
these devices in Washing¬ 
ton." 

Washington’s lawsuit seeks 
fines for each alleged vio¬ 
lation of the state's Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act, an 
amount that could eas¬ 
ily run into the millions. The 
attorney general’s office 
also wants to bar Ethicon 


from representing that its 
surgical mesh is superior 
to traditional treatments, 
such as repair using the 
patient's tissue, and it says 
a key question is whether 
the pamphlets could have 
deceived the least sophis¬ 
ticated surgeons, not the 
most sophisticated. 

In their letter last month, the 
surgeons insist they were 
never misled — nor could 
they have been, because 
they don't rely on a com¬ 
pany's marketing materials 
or instruction pamphlets to 
divine the risks of medical 
devices. 

Instead, the letter said, they 
rely on their education, 
journals, conferences, text¬ 
books and other unbiased 
sources, and they counsel 
their patients accordingly. 
In declarations filed in King 
County Superior Court, 
some said Ethicon paid for 
them to undergo training 
that fully explored the de¬ 
vices' risks, and others said 
they learned about the 
uses and risks from those 
specially trained doctors. 
Clemons and the other sur¬ 
geons do not dispute that 
some women have suf¬ 
fered complications from 
the use of mesh to treat 
incontinence, but they say 
any surgery has risks, and 
the risks of that procedure 
are well within accepted 
norms. Millions of women 
worldwide have been 
treated with mid-urethral 
slings. 

The letter cited a recent 
large study of the English 
National Health Service 
database that found com¬ 
plications prompted the 
removal of mesh slings in 
just 1.4 percent of patients 
within the first year after 
surgery, 2.7 percent within 
five years and 3.3 percent 
within nine years. 

In fact, Clemons said, the 
mid-urethral sling has be¬ 
come the “gold standard” 
among surgical options for 
stress urinary incontinence 
because it offers better 
outcomes than other types 
of surgery, can be per¬ 
formed on heavier patients 
who otherwise would be 
ineligible for surgery, and 
requires less cutting and re¬ 
covery time.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Kheris 
Rogers was in the first grade 
in a predominantly white 
private school in Los Ange¬ 
les when she felt the bite of 
racism among her peers — 
she was being bullied be¬ 
cause of her dark skin. 

She tearfully kept it to her¬ 
self, eventually turning to 
her older sister, Taylor Pol¬ 
lard, and switching to a 
more diverse school, where 
colorism among fellow Afri¬ 
can-American students sur¬ 
prised and confused her. 
With her young sister's self¬ 
esteem bruised, Pollard 
inadvertently launched 
Kheris to social media 
fame in 2017 when she 
posted a photo of the girl 
on Twitter dressed up for 
a fashion show, using their 
love grandmother's down- 
home words for a hashtag: 
“Flexininhercomplexion.” 
Soon, Kheris had her own 
Twitter and Instagram ac¬ 
counts (@KherisPoppin) 
and was posting photo 
shoots of herself that she 
and Pollard created. Her 
own fashion line followed, 
with T-shirts sporting her 
tagline, “Flexin' in My 
Complexion ,” along with 
backpacks reading “The 
Miseducation of Melanin" 
and other apparel and ac¬ 


cessories. Lupita Nyong'o 
posted a photo of herself 
wearing a black version of 
the shirt with bright yellow 
letters in support of Kheris. 
Whoopi Goldberg sported 
one while attending the 
Rodarte show at New York 
Fashion Week in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Alicia Keys lauded her 
black girl magic. 

While the words of her tor- 
menters no longer sting, 
they haven’t been forgot¬ 
ten. The behavior wasn’t 
restricted to children, ei¬ 
ther. 

“The kids would always call 
me names,” Kheris, now 12, 
told The Associated Press in 
a recent interview. “They 
would always tease me for 
my dark-skin complexion. 
They used to call me dead 
roach and say I’ve been in 
the oven too long. When I 
really knew I was being bul¬ 
lied because of my color 
was when my teacher 
handed me a black cray¬ 
on instead of a brown cray¬ 
on to draw our portraits for 
parent conferences.” 
Pollard, who at 24 is now 
Kheris’ manager, suspect¬ 
ed something was amiss 
and Kheris finally told her 
family. 

“I had no friends. I was only 
invited to one of the birth¬ 
day parties that they had.

Everybody else was invited 
and I wasn’t,” Kheris re¬ 
called. 

Now in middle school, 
things are more than just a 
little looking up. 

Kheris was chosen as one of 
Teen Vogue’s “21 Under21” 
inspiring girls and femmes 
of 2018 and attended the 
magazine’s teen summit. 
She was picked by LeBron 
James as one of 16 people 
to help mark his 16th shoe 
release with Nike, model¬ 
ing in ads for the company. 
She's been featured in a 


spread in Essence maga¬ 
zine and walked the run¬ 
way of “America’s Next 
Top Model” after Tyra Banks 
learned of her plight. 

She has shown her own line 
in Harlem during New York 
Fashion Week, and she 
hasn’t hit the eighth grade 
yet. 

Julee Wilson, fashion and 
beauty director for Essence 
magazine, called support 
for Kheris “both an honor 
and responsibility." 

She added: “To stand in the 
face of society's narrow

beauty standards isn’t an 
easy task, and she’s doing it 
with an incredible amount 
of grace. We can't wait to 
see how Kheris pushes the 
‘Flexin’ in My Complexion 
movement forward in the 
future. There’s no doubt in 
our minds that she’ll contin¬ 
ue to remind the world that 
Black is incredibly beauti¬ 
ful." 

Mom Erika Pollard, a so¬

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

star of the upcoming “The 
Sopranos" prequel says a 
young Tony Soprano will be 
a part of the film — but had 
good reason to be careful 
about how much else he 
revealed about “The Many 
Saints of Newark.”

“I guess I got to be kind of 
discreet about it, so David 
Chase doesn’t kill me,” 
Nivola said. “I’m playing 


Dickie Moltisanti, who is 
the central character 
in the movie, and he is 
Christopher Moltisanti's 
dad.” 

Christopher Moltisanti, who 


was played by Michael 
Imperioli in the series, was 
a protege of Tony Soprano, 
the New Jersey mob 
boss portrayed by James 
Gandolfini. 


Though the elder Moltisanti 
never appeared in the 
series, he is often mentioned 
as part of Christopher’s 
backstory. The father 
was gunned down when 
Christopher was young 
and Nivola said the film 
will explore the interlocking 
history of Dickie Moltisanti 
and Soprano. 

“Tony will be a character 
in the film, and as was 
mentioned throughout 
‘The Sopranos’ series, 
my character was an 
important person in his 
life, and it examines that 
relationship as well,” Nivola 
said. 

The film begins in 1967 
with the backdrop of the 
race riots that tore through 
Newark, New Jersey. Nivola 


said racial tension is “a big 
part of the story." 

Nivola cited “weird 
coincidences" that told 
him this role was meant for 
him, including the fact that 
his real-life neighbor is Tim 
Van Patten, who directed 
many episodes of “The 
Sopranos.” 

Another coincidence 
connects his own family

But the dutiful and 
deeply nostalgic Bella de¬ 
cides to take things into 
her own hands and find her 
way back to Denver and 
Lucas. 

Directed by Charles Martin 
Smith, of such animal ad¬ 
ventures as “Dolphin Tale” 
and “Air Bud,” "A Dog's 
Way Home" is actually sur¬ 
prisingly intense. Bella goes 
dumpster-diving one day 
with a pack of mangy dogs 
she comes across, she wit¬ 
nesses poachers killing a 
cougar, befriends a CGI 
baby cougar, steals food 
from quite a few people 
and establishments, sur¬ 
vives an avalanche, a free¬ 
way and even lives along¬ 
side a homeless man for a 
while. She is laser-focused 
on getting back to Lucas, 
however, and even the 
good situations she comes 
across (like living in the very 
stylish and expensive home 
of a couple who take her 
in) aren’t enough. 

Although it might be a 
stretch to categorize this 
as a movie, “A Dog's Way 
Home” is harmless enough 
and a nice little adventure 
that's fit for the whole fam¬ 
ily.

NEW YORK (AP) — Lady 
Gaga is sorry for her 2013 
duet with R. Kelly in the 
wake of sexual miscon¬ 
duct allegations against 
the singer, and she intends 
to remove the song from 
streaming services. 

“What I am hearing about 
the allegations against R. 
Kelly is absolutely horrifying 
and indefensible," she said. 
Posting on social media on 
Wednesday, Gaga wrote 
that she had collaborated 
with Kelly on “Do What U 
Want (With My Body)” dur¬ 
ing a “dark time” in her life 
as a victim of sexual as¬ 
sault. She said she should 
have sought therapy or 
other help instead. 

“I think it’s clear how explic¬ 
itly twisted my thinking was 
at the time. If I could go 
back and have a talk with 
my younger self I’d tell her 


to go through the therapy 
I have since then so that I 
could understand the con¬ 
fused post-traumatic state 
that I was in,” she wrote. “I 
can’t go back, but I can 


go forward and continue 
to support women, men, 
and people of all sexual 
identities, and of all races, 
who are victims of sexual 
assault.” □ 
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Fox’s ‘Masked Singer’ draws a strong audience for debut

NEW YORK (AP) — Fox 

hoped to use a week when 
there wasn’t much else on 
broadcast television be¬ 
sides football to draw at¬ 
tention to its new competi¬ 
tion “The Masked Singer.” 
The strategy proved sound. 
The Nielsen company said 
that 9.37 million people 
watched the series debut 
last Wednesday. That was 
the biggest audience for 
unscripted show premiere 
on television in the last sev¬ 
en years. 

Most promisingly for Fox, 
which is starved for a hit, 
more precise statistics illus¬ 
trated a strong buzz for the 
show. Its ratings grew in the 
show’s second half hour, 
meaning people were at¬ 
tracted to the program 
through word of mouth as 
it was airing. That’s unusual 
for a new show, when at¬ 
tention typically slips as the 
hour goes on. 

The show also padded 
its stats with people who 
caught it through delayed 
viewing or streaming. Add 
in those numbers, and Fox 
estimates some 14 million 
people checked out Fox’s 
attempt to establish a new 


music competition series. 

A big test will come this 
week and beyond, when 
“The Masked Singer” has 
more competition. 

NBC also debuted its own 
high-profile competition 
series last week, “Titan 
Games.” It reached 6.5 
million people, which was 
more than anything else on 


NBC prime-time last week 
except for the Golden 
Globes telecast, Nielsen 
said. The Globes were seen 
by 18.6 million people, 
down slightly from last year. 
Football continues to be 
king, with Fox drawing 
nearly 29.4 million people 
to see Seattle and Dallas 
compete in an NFL wild¬ 


card game, Nielsen said. 
Fox won the week in prime¬ 
time, averaging 7.9 million 
viewers. NBC had 7.4 mil¬ 
lion, CBS had 5.7 million, 
ABC had 4.1 million. Univi¬ 
sion had 1.36 million, ION 
Networks had 1.35 million, 
Telemundo had 910,000 
and the CW averaged 
610,000. 


ESPN topped the cable 
networks with a prime-time 
average of 3.48 million 
viewers. Fox News Chan¬ 
nel had 1.59 million, MSNBC 
had 1.54 million, Hallmark 
had 1.45 million and HGTV 
had 1.27 million. 

ABC’s “World News To¬ 
night” topped the evening 
newscasts with an aver¬ 
age of 9.4 million viewers. 
NBC's “Nightly News" had 
8.9 million viewers on aver¬ 
age and the “CBS Evening 
News” drew 6.3 million.

‘The Widows’ is intriguing debut by Jess Montgomery

“The Widows: a Novel” (Mi¬ 
notaur), by Jess Montgom¬ 
ery 

The atmosphere of an old- 
fashioned Western perme¬ 
ates this intriguing debut 
that mixes workers' rights, 
corruption. Prohibition and 
women’s rights set in the 
harshly stark Appalachian 
Ohio coal-mining country 
during 1925. 

Beautifully plotted and 
filled with believable char¬ 
acters, “The Widows” ex¬ 
plores an era and an area 
struggling to be a part 
of the modern 20th cen¬ 
tury, yet constantly pulled 
backward to its unsettled 
past. Jess Montgomery, 
executive director of the 
Antioch Writers’ Workshop, 
draws on actual historical 
incidents that richly explore

the people behind events 
in the launch of this series 
that shows much potential. 
“The Widows" are Lily Ross, 
married to Bronwyn Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff Daniel Ross and 
pregnant with her third 


child, and Marvena Whit¬ 
comb, a moonshiner and 
union organizer whose 
common-law husband 
John was killed trying to 
rescue trapped miners. On 
the surface, the two wom¬ 
en have nothing in com¬ 
mon, but a connection 
is revealed after Daniel is 
killed when escorting a pris¬ 
oner who was a miner. The 
women meet when Mar- 
vena, trying to find Daniel 
and unaware of the situa¬ 
tion, shows up at his funeral 
to ask if Daniel has found 
her wayward daughter, 
Eula, or her brother, Tom. 
Reluctantly, Lily and Mar- 
vena begin an uneasy al¬ 
liance, spurred on by their 
mutual grief over Daniel. 
Both women prove their 
strength and intelligence 
and that they are capable 
of standing up to men who 


routinely dismiss women. 
Marvena’s union activism 
has long set her apart. But 
Lily, appointed acting sher¬ 
iff by men who think they 
can manage her, shows her 
mettle by taking her new 
position very seriously. This 
often puts her at odds with 
Daniel's nasty half brother, 
Luther, and the Pinkertons 
he hired to control, with 
violence if necessary, the 
mine workers. 

Montgomery skillfully ex¬ 
plores the residents whose 
lives are ruled by the coal 
corporation that keeps 
them bound to their dan¬ 
gerous jobs and in poverty 
because of the high rent of 
the company-owned hous¬ 
ing and rules about using 
the company store for all 
supplies. Many of the coal 
miners were World War I 
veterans, returning home 


only to find few opportuni¬ 
ties and a home-grown war 
between the miners and 
the coal company. Lily and 
Marvena are just two of the 
widows who have lost their 
husbands to the mines, vio¬ 
lence or disease; there’s 
a reason why one mine is 
nicknamed The Widow- 
maker. “The Widows” also 
shows how class differenc¬ 
es influence how the resi¬ 
dents deal with each other 
— manifested in Lily, who 
came from a well-off fam¬ 
ily, and Marvena, whose 
family was poor — and 
how this is overcome. 

Lily is based on the life of 
Maude Collins, Ohio's first 
female sheriff. While Mar¬ 
vena is based on activist 
Mary Harris “Mother” Jones, 
though Montgomery takes 
a more fictional approach 
with that character. □ 
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‘Tech addicts’ seek solace in 12 steps and rehab

BELLEVUE, Wash. (AP) — We 

like to say we're addicted 
to our phones or an app 
or some new show on a 
streaming video service. 

But for some people, tech 
gets in the way of daily 
functioning and self-care. 
We're talking flunk-your- 
classes, can’t-find-a-job, 
live-in-a-dark-hole kinds of 
problems, with depression, 
anxiety and sometimes sui¬ 
cidal thoughts part of the 
mix. 

Suburban Seattle, a major 
tech center, has become 
a hub for help for so-called 
“tech addicts,” with resi¬ 
dential rehab, psycholo¬ 
gists who specialize in such 
treatment and 12-step 
meetings. 

“The drugs of old are now 
repackaged. We have a 
new foe,” Cosette Rae says 
of the barrage of tech. A 
former developer in the 
tech world, she heads a 
Seattle area rehab center 
called reSTART Life, one 
of the few residential pro¬ 
grams in the nation special¬ 
izing in tech addiction. 

Use of that word — addic¬ 
tion — when it comes to 
devices, online content 
and the like is still debated 
in the mental health world. 
But many practitioners 
agree that tech use is in¬ 
creasingly intertwined with 
the problems of those seek¬ 
ing help. 

An American Academy of 
Pediatrics review of world¬ 
wide research found that 
excessive use of video 
games alone is a serious 
problem for as many as 9 
percent of young people. 
This summer, the World 
Health Organization also 
added “gaming disorder" 
to its list of afflictions. A simi¬ 
lar diagnosis is being con¬ 
sidered in the United States. 
It can be a taboo subject 
in an industry that frequent¬ 
ly faces criticism for using 
“persuasive design,” inten¬ 
tionally harnessing psycho¬ 
logical concepts to make 
tech all the more enticing. 
One 27-year-old man, 
found through a 12-step 
program for tech addicts, 
works in the very industry 
that peddles the games, 


videos and other online 
content that has long been 
his vice. He does cloud 
maintenance for a subur¬ 
ban Seattle tech company 
and constantly finds himself 
fending off temptation. 

“I'm like an alcoholic work¬ 
ing at a bar," he laments. 
He spoke on the condition 
that he not be identified, 
fearing he might harm his 
career in an industry he’s 
long loved. 

As a toddler, he sat on his 
dad's lap in their Seattle 
area home as they played 
simple video games on a 
Mac Classic II computer. 
By early elementary school, 
he got his first Super Nin¬ 


tendo system and spent 
hours playing Yoshi’s Story, 
a game where the main 
character searched for 
“lucky fruit.” 

As he grew, so did one 
of the world’s major tech 
hubs. Led by Microsoft, it 
rose from the nondescript 
suburban landscape and 
farm fields here, just a short 
drive from the home he 
still shares with his mom, 
who split from her husband 
when their only child was 
11 . 

As a teen, he took an inter¬ 
est in music and acting but 
recalls how playing games 
increasingly became a 
way to escape life. “I go

online instead of dealing 
with my feelings,” he says. 
He’d been seeing a ther¬ 
apist for depression and 
severe social anxiety. But 
attending college out of 
state allowed more free¬ 
dom and less structure, so 
he spent even more time 
online. His grades plummet¬ 
ed, forcing him to change 
majors, from engineering to 
business. 

After graduating in 2016 
and moving home, he’d 
go to a nearby restaurant 
or the library to use the Wi¬ 
Fi, claiming he was looking 
for a job but having no luck. 
Instead, he was spending 
hours on Reddit, an online 


forum where people share 
news and comments, or 
viewing YouTube videos. 
Sometimes, he watched 
online porn. 

Others who attend a 12- 
step meeting of the Internet 
& Tech Addiction Anony¬ 
mous know the struggle. 

“I had to be convinced 
that this was a ‘thing,’” says 
Walker, a 19-year-old from 
Washington whose parents 
insisted he get help after 
video gaming trashed his 
first semester of college. 
He agreed to speak only if 
identified by first name, as 
required by the 12-step te¬ 
nets. 

Help is found at facilities 
like reSTART. Clients “detox” 
from tech at a secluded 
ranch and move on to a 
group home. 

They commit to eating well 
and regular sleep and ex¬ 
ercise. They find jobs, and 
many eventually return to 
college. They also make 
“bottom line” promises to 
give up video games or any 
other problem content, as 
well as drugs and alcohol, 
if those are issues. They use 
monitored smartphones 
with limited function — 
calls, texts and emails and 
access to maps. 

The young tech worker 
didn't go to reSTART. But 
he, too, has apps on his 
phone that send reports 
about what he's viewing to 
his 12-step sponsor, a fellow 
tech addict named Char¬ 
lie, a 30-year-old reSTART 
graduate. 

At home, the young man 
also persuaded his mom to 
get rid of Wi-Fi to lessen the 
temptation. 

He still relapses every cou¬ 
ple months, often when 
he’s tired or upset or very 
bored. He tells himself that 
his problem isn’t as bad as 
other tech addicts. 

“Then,” the young man 
says, “I discover very quick¬ 
ly that I am actually an ad¬ 
dict, and I do need to do 
this." 

Having Charlie to lean on 
helps. “He's a role model," 
he says. 

“He has a place of his 
own. He has a dog. He has 
friends.” 

That’s what he wants for 
himself. □
